The victim was approached
by an unknown suspect who displayed a knife and demanded the
keys to his vehicle. The victim complied and the suspect fled
in the stolen car. The victim was not injured as a result of
the incident.

The stolen vehicle has not been recovered at this time.

The suspect was described as a white male wearing all dark
clothing and a black face mask.
